STATE REPORTS 
ON CHECKUP ON 
LOCAL SCHOOLS 


The Gettysburg Times has re- 


ceived from the office of the 
state's auditor general, 
Thomas 


Z. Minehart, a report on the audit 
conducted some time ago by Mine- 
hart's office of the accounts of 
the Gettysburg Joint School Dis- 
trict and its member districts for 
the school year that ended July 
5, 1959. 


In each district 
recommenda- 


tions were made by the auditors 
about changes in practices re- 
quired by state law. "These are 
not to be construed as criticisms 
but as aids to enable the school 
board to meet the various re- 
quh-ements to receive state aid," 
Regional Supervisor John A. Car- 
den said in a letter to The Times. 


The audit covered 
a 
period 


which ended more than two years 
ago and in most instances board 
officials have changed and many 
directors since that time, it was 
pointed out. A copy of the state's 
audit report and the accompany- 
ing recommendations 
were re- 


ceived by the school districts 
some months ago and schoolmen 
said the recommendations 
have 


long since been placed in prac- 
tice. 
LACKED RECORDS 


In the case of the Gettysburg 


Joint School accounts the auditors 
noted that the school depository 
did not carry collateral security 
for 
the school account in the 


amount of 120 per cent of the de- 
posits secured as required by law. 
More details on bills presented to 
the board and reports of board 
action on the bills also were 
recommended. 


In the case of the Gettysburg 


Borough School District, which no 
longer exists in that form, com- 
pliance with state law covering 
budgetary shifts is recommended, 
retention of invoices for six years 
and more complete minutes were 
suggested.

and never found substantiation 
for the report of a previous mar- 
riage.

eration, Louis L. Blauvelt, who 
died at 82 two years before the 
book was published in 1957.

A Divorcee Branded As A 
Mistake By 2 Publications 


WASHINGTON (A P } -A story 
whispered foi more than a year 
(hat President Kennedy once se­ 
cretly m arried a divorcee has 
been labeled groundless by two 
publications 
The m m or was based on an un- 
supported passage in a genealogy 
book, 
As it ba3 in the past the White 
House declined comment but to 
citizens who write to the White 
House about the rumor, this reply 
is mailed- 
“ The President has 
been m arried only once—to his 
wife .Jacqueline Kennedy," 
In this week’s edition, News­ 
week magazine explores the long- 
circulated rumor. The Washington 
Post, which owns Newsweek, pub­ 
lished the article in advance Mon­ 
day. 
Both publications branded 
the rum or baseless. 


T R A C E D TO BOOK 
The Associated Press and other 
news organizations have checked 
many sources over the months 
and 
never 
found substantiation 
for the report of a previous m ar­ 
riage. 
The report developed from a 
passage in a privately printed 
family nistory — “Tile Blauvelt 
Family Genealogy"—written by a 
member of the family’s loth gen­ 
eration. Louis L. Blauvelt, who 
died at 82 two years liefore the 
book was published in 1057. 
In tracing the family tree of the 
Blauvelt;*—who came to this coun­ 
try from Holland in 1038 — one 
entry in the book under the lith 
generation says:

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President's Report On St. Joseph College 


Th« following 
report was 


given by Sister Hilda Glea- 
son, president of Saint Joseph 
College, to the Lay Advisory 
Board of the College, at its 
annual May meeting. Sister 
Hilda, now a member of the 
Provincial Council, has been 
succeeded as 
president by 


Sister Rosemary Pfaff. 


President. John F. Kennedy in 


delivering his message on educa- 
tion to the Congress of the "United 
States, February, 1962, states: 


"No task before our nation 
is more important than ex- 
panding and improving the 
educational opportunrties of 
all our people. The concept 
that 
every 
American 
de- 


serves the opportunities to at- 
tain the highest level of edu- 
cation af which he is capable 
is not new . . . it is a tradi- 
tional 
ideal 
of democracy. 


But it is time we moved to- 
ward the fulfillment of this 
ideal with more vigor and less 
delay." 
Reflection on Mr. 
Kennedy's 


statement results in the convic- 
tion that the task of the nation 
to fulfill Ls educational ideal with 
more vigor and less delay will 
only be accomplished if and when 
each unit or each cell of the edu- 
cational system, be it a school. 
college, or a university, 
fulfills 


this ideal with more vigor and 
less delay. 


A glimpse at Saint Joseph Col- 


lege, possibly a microscopic cell 
of the educational system of the 
country, 
will reveal 
expansion 


and improvement of educational 
opportunities for a progressively 
increasing student body. This re- 
port will attempt to show that, 
though we are making haste slow- 
ly, we are improving the-educa- 
tional opoortunities offered with- 
in the framework of Saint Joseph 
College with deliberate vigor anc 
moderate stride. I shall attempt 
to illustrate this fact in the areas 
of (1) student population, (2) cur- 
riculum, (3) faculty, and (4) stu- 
dent achievements. 
STUDENT POPULATION 


In 1951 we prided ourselves on 


having a single room for each 
student. We than had 178 students 
Ten years later, in September 
1961, we found it necessary to 
state that there were no single 
rooms on campus even after hav- 
ing 
added 
a 
dormitory 
for 


approximately 
150 students in 


1956 and that the registration was 
closed in early spring. The growth 
in enrollment from 1951 to 1961 
•was from 178 to 549 or an increase 
of 208 per cent. Today our geo- 
graphical distribution embraces 
20 states, the District 
of Co- 


lumbia, Iran, Aruba, an island oi 
the Netherlands -off the coast o, 
South 
America, 
Peru, 
South 


America, and the Canal Zone 
From these facts it is eviden 
that our student population has 
expanded rapidly within the last 
10 years 
Next September we 


shall have three students from 
Ceylon and two more from Soutl 
America. 
CURR1CULAR OFFERINGS 


Each department of the CoL 


lege moves vigorously toward the 
improvement 
of

offerin 


through periodic study and re- 
vision of courses. A persual o: 
the minutes of the departmenta' 
and divisional meetings indicates 
deep and careful study of course 
content, dissatisfaction with over 
lapping areas, ana concentrator 
on the integration of knowledge 


From 1956 to datet grants have 


been secured for the implementa 
tion of projects and experiments 
in the areas of social studies, cdu 
cation, nursing, science, and the 
fine arts from the Ford Founda 
tion, the Fund for the Republic 
the National Science Foundation 
the Raskob Foundation, the De 
partmect of Health, Education 


and Welfare, the Esso Education 
'oundation, and the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. These grants 
contributing to the development 
and implementation of our aca- 
demic 
program 
amounted 
to 


124,545. This figure does not in- 
clude the $110,000 which the Ford 
Foundation granted to the college 
or faculty increments. 


Since my last report the Col- 


ege secured a grant of $10,000 
scientific equipment. In the sum- 
mer of 1961, the nursing division 
secured 813,384 from the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare for Mental Health. In 
December 1961, the college was 
•ecipient of $2,000 from the Esso 
Education Foundation. 
FORD FOUNDATION GRANT 


On April 19, the Fcrd Founda- 


ion announced that the proposal 
submitted by six local colleges, 
namely, Gettysburg, Hood, Dick- 
nson, Western Maryland, Mount 
Saint Mary's and Saint Joseph's, 
on non-Western studies was ap- 
proved and that "$180,000 was al- 
otted for this two-year project. 
This program will enable mem- 
bers oi our college faculty to 
tudy in the summer, participate 
in seminars during the year, visit 
non-Western countries, and, sub- 
sequently, spend a year of con- 
centrated study in the country 
about which they have studied. 
Gilbert L. Oddo, Ph.D., chair- 
man of the social studies depart- 
ment, and Adolph M. Wasilifsky, 
Ph.D., chairman of the English 
Department, will study the culture 
and history of China during the

As proposed the center wil 
also provide parents of the par 
ticipating children, and the par 
ents of the rural communities 
generally, with an opportunity 
for objective observation of theii 
child, and discussion of the be 
havior and needs of the child with 
the assistance of trained instruc 
tors. The center will also serve 
as a study-practice opportunity 
for the students of Saint Joseph 
College majoring in the various 
fields of service, including the en 
richments offered by the libera 
arts disciplines, 
and teaching 


dietetics, nursing social welfare 
and physical education. This pro- 
posal will be submitted to the 
Ford Foundation. 


In February of this year a pro 


posal was submitted to the Sperry 
and Hutchmson Company for a

It was 
decided very early in the discus- 
sions that it would not be possible 
for the individual colleges to un- 
dertake such programs as those 
of the large universities — they 
lacked both the books and the 
personnel. Also, they were unable 
to compete on equal terms with 
the universities, and the govern- 
ment, for many of the teachers 
who were graduating from the 
universities with specialized area 
programs. And further, it was de- 
cided that specialized 
training 


was not the function of such un- 
dergratuate liberal arts colleges.

colleges more like these which 
had experimented \uth such co- 
operative programs. And the ex-

Swarthmore, Denison, Earlham 
and the University of Vermont 
was filtered into the local discus- 
sions. 


Taken together the six local col- 


leges represent a great potential. 
They have about 5.500 students 
and about 455 faculty members, 
as well as growing collections of 
books in the non-Western areas. 


In addition, many of the six co- 


operating colleges have lately 
been adding to their faculties, 
teachers who have had some 
training in non-Western cultures. 
The problem was how to make 
the most of such potential. 


While these discussions were 


taking place, John Everton left 
ihe Ford Foundation to become 
United States ambassador to Bur- 
ma. His place was taken, some 
time later by George M. Beck- 
rnann, who had been in charge of 
a large Asian program at the Uni- 
versity of Kansas. It was with Mr. 
Beckmann that the negotiations
